New Dark Horses 


Progressive leaders, canvassing tho 


field for an available man in tho event 
of failure to nominate Governor Wil- 
son seriously are considering A. Mit- 
chell Palmer. After tho thirtieth bal- 
lot showed Wilson in the load, 
the 


Wilson forces wore hopeful of suc- 
cess. 
It was reported that Illinois 
soon 


would go to Wilson, but 
many be- 


lieved that he would have difficulty In 
Retting tho necessary two-thrids to 
nominate. 


Mr. Palmer has been active in the 


progressive campaign. 


Tho deadlock of the Democratic na- 


tional convention was unbroken after 
brought the first notable break, 
the 


thirty votes heretofore solid for Gov- 
cronr Marshall being lost. 29 for Wil- 
son and one for Kern. 


Wilson's total was thus swelled to 


437}, making him a closo second to 
Clark, who still clung to his lead with

Havoc Wrought By Storm 


At Regina, Canada, Grows 
As Relief Work Proceeds 
—Storm is Short. 


FULL LIST UNKNOWN 


REGINA, Sask,, July 1—Thirty-six 


bodies had been recovered up to eight 
o'clock this morning In the ruins of the 
cyclone which occurred here last even- 
ing. 
Hundreds of searchers have been 


busy in the debris since daylight and 
have recovered fifteen bodies in addi- 
tion to the twenty recovered last night. 
The death list probably will be confin- 
ed to fitly. Tho military has been re- 
called from its annual encampment 
and is in charge of tho city. 


A sorrowful sight on which this 


morning 
broke 
after the 
havoc 


wrought by the cyclone which struck 
this city early last night. Citizens who 
had escaped death or injury aided the 
police during the long weary night in 
the work of rescuing the injured and 
bodies of the dead. It will be late to- 
day before tho exact number of dead 
is known. 


Storm Is Short 


The storm lasted but a short time, 


in fact It was over so quickly that the 
people hardly had time to realize what 
had taken place and some of the es- 
capes from death were miraculous. 


Buildings but a block from (he path 


of the storm were but little injured. 
Tho first intimation that those outside 
of the cyclone zone had of the district 
was when three girls who had escaped 
from the wrecked telephone exchange 
belonging to the government tlephone 
lines appeared at the office of a local 
morning paper and told their exper- 
iences. 
The young women had slid 


from the second floor of the telephone 
exchange to tho 
basement 
carried 


down'by a 15 ton switchboard. Soon 
hundreds of willing hands began the 
work of rescue, which will not be fin- 
ished before tonight. 


The electric light plant supplying 


the 
city was put out of commission 


when the storm struck, adding confu- 
sion and sadly retarding the work.

Sunday Blast was Dangerous 


While the frequent blasts at the 


Ivcs quirry were considered danger- 
ous to people in the immediate vicin- 
ity, 
It was not until Sunday after- 


noon that Mr. Bones decided to take 
Isgal steps to prevent further blasts 
and obtain damages from tho com- 
pany. 
It is claimed that at 2 o'clock 


Sunday afternoon the company made 
a big blast, in which many pounds of 
dynamite were used. 
Hu."<e rocks 


were thrown into the air and carried 
to roadways, the Bones farm and to 
other property near by. 
At the time 


of the blast a southbound Milwaukee, 
Racine and Kenosha interurban car 
stopped at the railroad crossing at 
Jves to permit passengers to board. 
Rocks were thrown about the car and 
two heavy rocks struck" tho roadway 
within two feet of tho car. 
The 


people who were about to board the 
car wore in great danger and there 
was the greatest alarm among them 
when tho rocks began falling In the 
roadway. 


Many Rocks About Farm 


At tho Bones farm and in the yard 


about the farm house there was a 
sshowcr of rocks, of all sizes. 
At the 


time of the 'blast Mr.' Bones and his 
family were about the yard of the 
homo and they were driven into the 
house for protection. 
Luckily, no 


one was struck by tho rocks. 
Huge 


pieces of limestone, which required 
two men to lift, wero found near the 
farm home and farm buildings. 
Mr. 


Bones today secured the services of 
a photographer to take pictures of 
the appearance of the barnyard and 
farm, which will be used in evidence 
in the action for damage.

Decision Is Received By 


City Attorney Today — 
Says Traffic Not Enough 
To Warrant Change. 


ADMIT GREAT DANGER 


City Attorney E. R. Burgess 
today 


received a decision from the railroid 
commission of Wisconsin in the case 
of the City of Racine VB. The Chicago 
& North Western Railway company, 
with reference to the building of a 
subway under their tracks at tho Rap- 
ids road crossing, which has been un- 
der consideration in the city council 
for more than five years. 


After reviewing the case at great 


length the decision 
is against 
tho 


building of the subway. In part It 
says: 


Traffic Not Enough 


"After considering all the testimony 


in this case and the report of our 
engineers, we find that the crossing in 
question is a dangerous one, but that 
present traffic and general conditions 
do not warrant grade separation. If 
street cars wero run on the. 
Rapids 


road it would be advisable to separ 
ate tho grade because of the dangei 
of stopping a. car upon the railroa* 
tracks due to slipping of trolley polo 
or of the car jumping tho track at th 
crossing frogs. The city is graveling 
rapidly in the vicinity of the crossing 
and grade separation will be necessary 
In the future, but until the cily de 
cldes upon permanent pavement for 
Rapids road or street cars are oper- 
ated on the road, or tho traffic of the 
highway largely 
increasig, 
crossing 


gates, giving continuous protection 
should eliminate the present danger- 
ous conditions and therefore It is or- 
dered that the respondent, the Chi- 
cago and North 
Western 
Railway 


company, maintain continuous gate 
protection at the Rapids road cross- 
ing in'the city of Raci-ne, 


The 
decision is signed by Davlc 


Harlowe. John Rosmer and 
Halford 


Erlckson, commissioners. 


At tho time the railroad commission 


heard the testimony here the railroad 
company submitted a statement of tha 
cost of construction of a subway a 
tho crossing, which was $33,600, and 
outside of the right-of-way 517,400 or 
a total of $51,000, not taking into con- 
sideration any Items for drainage of 
subway or for the cost of depression, 
diversion of sewers, water pipes, etc. 
The engineers of the commission es- 
timate the cost of a subway, exclusive 
of damages to property and the cost 
of lowering tho sewer, to be Sil.7SO 
of which S32.365 represents the cost 
within retpondent's right-of-way. 


From tho reports of tho 
commis- 


sion's engineers, it appears that al- 
though 
grade 
separations at 
this 


crossing is practicable, It would re- 
sult in heavy damage to 
adjoining 


property as approximately 055 feet of 
property on Chestnut street would be 
damaged and It would be necessary to 
lower the sewer and perhaps to en- 
large It to provide for draining the 
subway. 
It further appears that the 


heavy grades of approach would not 
be eliminated by grade separation as 
tho grades along the approaches to a 
subway would be approximately six 
per cent and would be much longer 
than the approaches to tho presett 
crossing.
